EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1,4,11,15, and 22 are allowable because the prior art of 
record does not disclose or reasonably suggest model sentences and model phoneme 
array information including an array of phonemes and word boundaries of the model 
sentence. Applicants' Specification, Page 10, Lines 23 to 33, shows how a model 
sentence, "I have a red pen" is given as 7ai : h ae v : a : red : pen/", with phonemes and 
word boundaries indicated by ":" for the model sentence. Rtischev et al. disclose 
linguistic speech recognition for language instruction and language fluency evaluation, 
where a trainee/user reads a script comprising sentences. Words are recognized by a 
speech recognizer, and a recognition score set is generated. (Column 5, Line 46 to 
Column 6, Line 54) However, neither Rtischev et al. nor any of prior art of record 
discloses storing in advance a model sentence and word boundaries of the model 
sentence. Applicants correctly point out that, although Bruckert discloses phoneme 
arrays with word boundary information, it is directed to speech synthesis instead of 
speech recognition, so that those features would not be applicable to foreign language 
learning. The Specification, Page 1, Line 27 to Page 2, Line 26, suggests an advantage 
of permitting a user to know a rating for each word of a model sentence. The prior art of 
record does not disclose or reasonably suggest a foreign language learning device and 
method for model sentences having model phoneme array information including an 
array of phonemes and word boundaries for the model sentence.
